Cleoinargarine  production  in  the  United  States  during  NoverlDer 
1938,  as  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  ^ricultural  Econcnics  by  oleo- 
margarine manufacturers,  was  29,834,000  pounds.  This  total  is 
7,192,000  pounds  less  than  that  ma^xufactured  during  Eovemiber  1937 
but  only  1,665,000  pounds  less  than  the  5-37-ear  (1933-37)  November 
average . 


Frod'uct  manufactured  fromi  animal  and  vegetable  oils  was 
2,956,000  pounds,  or  approximiatel3’-  10  percent  of  the  total,  and 
that  manufactured  from  vegetable  and  nut  oils  26,878,000  pounds 
or  90  percent. 

Uncolored  goods  accounted  for  99.6  percent  and  colored  0,4 
percent  of  the  total  production.
